Brian Percival Rawson, of 
First Avenue, Altona North, 
Fleaded guilty to the wun- 
licensed driver charge and 
not guilty to the other two 
charges arising out of an ac- 
cident on January 30. 

Edward Dean, of Seagull 
Avenue, Altona, told the 
court that at 945 pm. on 
January 30 he was driving 
north along Millers Road on 
his way to pick up his wife 
in Tottenham. There was 
very little traffic on the read 
and he was doing 30 mph. A 
car approached him from the 
-opposite direction and when 
about 100 yards away came 
over to his side of the road. 
Dean thought the car was 
going to make a right hand 
turn or park so he slowed 
down then applied his brakes, 
but the other car ran into 
him. 

The accident happened al- 
most in the centre of the 
road and Dean's  off-side 
front wheel was about one 
foot over. the centre line af- 
ter the accident. He thought 
his car moved about one 
foot after the collision.

Members of the M.F.B. extinguish a blazing tanker 


Chief Fire Officer of the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade, Mr. J. Paterson, congratulated Petroleum 
Refineries (Australia) Pty. Ltd. after he had seen 
a demonstration of refinery fire fighting techniques. 

“These men do a good job,” he told Mr. P. S. 
Parkin, general manager of the refinery. With Mr. 
Paterson at PRA were 65 officers and men from 
Metropolitan Fire Brigade Stations throughout Mel- 


bourne. 








They were guests of the re- 
finery at a demonstration of 
fire fighting techniques, which 





would require 13-14 glasses of 
beer. He did not take much 
notice of Rawson's condition 
as he had a bad laceration 
over his eye and was obvious- 
ly shocked. 

Mr, Cannon submitted that 
there was some doubt as to 
where the collision took 
place. The “only | evidence 
against Rawson on the dan- 
gerous driving charge ap- 
peared to be that he moved 
to the wrong side of the road 
and allowed the accident to 
take place. Both the witness 
and police said the decident 


happened hear the centre

Mr. B. J. Danaher, S.M., 


said he did not have suffici- 
ent’ reliable evidence on the 
defendant’s driving. The de- 
fendant was injured in the 
accident, one of thé ~con- 
Stables said he was not affec- 
ted by liquor. The dangerous 
driving charge would be dis- 
missed. 


The evidence was not par- 
ticularly satisfactory as far as 
failing to keep to the left 
was concerned. Mr. Danaher 
said he had a doubt in his 
mind about the matter and 
would give the defendant the 
benefit of the doubt and also 
dismiss the charge. 

On the unlicensed driver 
charge, Mr. Cannon said his 
client held a three year 
licence which expired in 
December, 1963. Rawson had 
changed his address and by 
not receiving the notice of 
expiry did not realise it was 
overdue. He was fined £5 and 
ordered to pay £3/4/4 costs.

For driving while unlicensed a motorist was fined

Using modern equipment, 
both the refinery and MFB 
teams forcibly demonstrated 
their abilities in meeting, 
and estingutshing, the fires. 

The MFB personnel brought 
four units to the demonstra- 
tion—these were two hose 
carriage pumps, one Rolls- 
Dennis pump, and a 1100 gal- 
Ton tank unit. 


At the completion of the, 


demonstration, Mr. Paterson 
thanked the refinery for con- 
ducting the demonstration, 
which showed ‘the use of 
their equipment and the train 
ing drill carried out by the 
refinery team. 

He also thanked Mr. Parkin 
for an offer to the MFB to 
use the refinery fire fighting 
training ground at any time. 

Mr. Paterson said that he 
would take advantage of this 
generous Offer; it was too 
good to refuse. 

“By demonstrating fire 
fighting abilities, the refinery 
fire fighting team and the 
MFB, will I am sure, have a 
better appreciation of each 
other’s equipment and abili- 
ties, and work closely to- 
gether should there ever arise 
an occasion when their com- 
bined services would be re- 
quired.” 

“From equipment and facili- 
ties we have seen today, and 
by getting to know the re- 
finery personnel, I feel sure 
that’ we can add greatly to 
our efficiency in dealing with 
any situation at the refinery 
and that we have cemented 
@ close and desirable relation- 
ship,” Mr. Paterson added.

Sub committees have wor- 
ked well but it is suggested it 
would be even more effective 
if regular meetings were held 
and activities and resolutions 
recorded and passed on to 
the general committee. 


Although the greens have 
been better grassed than ever 
before they have never really 
been fast, therefore, considera- 
tion must be given to improv- 
ing the drainage to No. 1 
Green. 


Teams competing in the 
pennant games last season all 
finished near the middle of 
their sections. - 

Particularly in view of the 
Sunday licence consideration 
should once again be given 
to playing competition bow]s 
on Sunday mornings. 

The elub’s first open men’s 
rink tournament held tast 
March proved ‘2 great suc- 
cess. It is hoped to continue 
this as an annual event. 

Another innovation was the 
special tournament for the 
Altona District Hospital. It 
is hoped to make this also an 
annual affair on Hospital 
Sunday. 

With the increasing popu- 
larity of indoor bowls another 
mat has been purchased.

When he returned from 
overseas, Nielsen joined Al- 
tona for the 1946 season, and 
under the coaching of Gordon 
Timmins, the teant won the 
Footscray District League 
premiership. 


In 1947 Nielsen signed with 
Footscray and played the 
season for the 2nd XVIII. 


During 1948 Nielsen played 
part of the season at Foot- 
scray and then transferred to 
Brunswick in the Association, 
a team he went on to repre- 
sent in 152 games. 
















Football as a sport was 
probably a natural for Niel- 
sen as his father was a for- 
mer Footscray player and he 
put in 14 years with that 
team when they were both in 
Association and later League 
football.
